Sec. 13. Any person having just claims against any regiment 
of militia, as organized under the territorial government of Mis- 
souri, shall have the right to recover his demand from the treasury

proportion, according to the numeral strength of each, and 
the paymaster of such regiment is hereby authorized to pay the 
Same. »
